(c) forwarding said information in said audible format and said 
secondary language to said information recipient via said information forwarding 
means. 

11. (New||r fMtscntod) A method of communicating information in a primary 
language from an information source to an information recipient in a secondary language 
comprising the steps of: 
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receiving information in a primary language from an infcHination source 
in an audible fcHinat; 

converting the received information directly from a primary language to 
a secondary language without first converting into a textual format; and 

forwarding the converted secondary language to an information 
recipient. 

12. (New^ piesmted) The m^od as defined in claim 11 wh^n the 
convoted secondary language is forwarded to the information recipient in an audible 
format 

13. (Newfy presented) The method as defined in claim 12 wherein said 
secondary language comprises any human language which can be represented audibly. 

14. (Newj^ pzfiSfiBted) The method as defined in claim 1 1 wh^-ein said primary 
language comprises any human language which can be rq)resented audibly. 
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
